1000 OR MORE PLANES 


Huge R.A. F. Fleet Hits At France

LONDON, June 5.—(BUP) 
~—Big fleets of British bomb- 
ers and fighters, totalling 
possibly 1,000 or more planes, 
struck at northern France to- 
day in relays without any real 
challenge from the German 


air force, whose fighters ap- | 


peared to be avoiding battle. 

Hour after hour the R.A. 
squadrons swept across the chan- 
nel, carrying out their fourth big- 
sc2le daylight assault in five days, 
with every indication that by 
nightfall Monday's record would 
be equalled or perhaps exceeded. 

On Monday more than _ 1,000 
planes carried out the biggest day- 
light sweeps of the war, 

Throughout the day observers 
along the English channel coast 
heard the raiders going over, strik- 
ing at targets along 
the Nazi-held coast 
and in northern 
France. 

The German de- 
fence planes were 
reported to have 
“practically ignor- 
ed” the attacks, for 
the second straight 
day. Although hun- 
dreds of planes par- 
ticipated in yester- 
day's sweeps, only three fighters 
were lost, so weak was the opposi- 
tion 


TWO IN MORNING 

Two major sweeps, engaging hun- 
dreds of planes, were carried out | 
before noon under a blazing sun and | 
clear sky 

A cloud of fighters raced toward | 
Cape Gris Nez on the French side 
at noon in the third big sweep of 
the day 

While bad weather kept the 
great long-range bombers agrougd 
during the night, fighter and 
coastal command forces: heavily 
raided occupied territory, and 
persons along the English south- 
west coast heard the explosion of 
great bombs on the French coast. 

The night raiding planes ranged 
from the docks of Dieppe to air- 
dromes in Holland and returned 
without loss 


CRISS-CROSS CHANNEL 

From then on, fleets of raiding 
fighters and light bombers return- 
ing from France, met fresh squad- 
rons racing toward the continent 
on the attack,

In North Area 


Road construction program for 
the Peace River district this year 
totalling $100,000 was announced 
Friday by Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
minister of public works, on his 
return from a highway inspection 
trip through the north country, _ 
The minister was accompanied by 

G. H. N. Monkman, deputy minister 
of public works. On Wednesday 
night they attended a banquet in 
Peace River town sponsored by the 
local board of trade. 

Mr. Fallow said most of the $100,- 
000 would be spent on construction 
and gravelling. 

THREE PROJECTS 

Road-gravelling projects 
undertaken this year include: 

1-—Grimshaw to Fairview, a 
stretch of about 40 miles. This 
work will include the rebuilding of 
the road. Last year the highway 
from Peace River to Grimshaw was 
gravelled. 

2—Grande Prairie to Beaver- 
lodge, a distance of 28 miles. This 
road will also be rebuilt to take 
grave). 

3—Rycroft to Spirit River, six 
miles, 

In addition to this program, sec- 
tions of the Battle River road north 
of Grimshaw will be rebuilt in pre- 
paration for gravelling. It is not 
planned to gravel this road this 
year. 

The minister announced that a 
four-mile road had been built to 

link up Rolla, B.C., with an oil 
field a few miles from the bound- 
ary on the Alberta side. Oil drill- 
ing is now proceeding in this 
field, and one well has been 
drilled to 2 depth of 1,200 feet. 
The road will enable the com- 
pany, a Vancouver firm, to trans- 
port heavy equipment to the site 
of the oil wells. - 

Mr. Fallow said his department 
had located the best gravel deposit 
in the province 10 miles wes: of 
Peace River. “There's a whole moun- 
tain of grave] there,” he. declared.

(AP) — President Roosevelt 
told today of official informa- 
tion that Japan was using 
| poison gas against China and 
+ grimly declared that if the 
Japanese persisted in this 
form of warfare, the United 
States would mete out “retali- 
ation in kind and in full mea- 
sure.” 

The reports that Japan on several 
occasions had resorted to gas war- 
fare were described by the presi- 
dent to his press conference as 
authoritative. He read a brief 
formal statement, which he said 
the state department had prepared, 
making it unequivocally clear that 
the United States would consider 
the use of gas against China or any 
other United Nation as an action 
against the United States. 


TEXT OF STATEMENT 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

“Authoritative reports are reach- 
ing this government of the use by 
Japanese armed forces in various 
localities of China of poisonous or 
noxious gases. I desire to make it 
unmistakably clear that, if Japan 
persists in this inhuman form of 
warfare against China or any other 
of the United Nations, such action 
wili be regarded by this govern. 
ment as though taken against the

meted out. We shall be prepared to 
enforce complete retribution. Upon 
Japan will rest the responsibility.”

OTTAWA, June 5—Canadian- 

U.S. relations passed another mile- 
stone today with smoothing out of 
labor difficulties arising over con- 
struction of the Alaska highway. 
A formal statement is expected to 
be made regarding an agreement 
negotiated between officials of 
Canadian labor and other depart- 
ments and representatives of the 
United States bureau of roads, 
army, and workmen's compensa- 
tion authority. 

The problem of police control and 
related matters has also been settled, 
it is understood. 

Both American and Canadian 
workers engaged on the highway 
will be paid in Canadian dollars. 
The rate of wages being paid to 
Americans represents the hiring 
wage wherever they are hired in the 
United States plus a 25 per cent 
bonus for leaving the U.S.A., plus 
an overall 10 per cent premium re- 
presenting exchange.

OFF THE FRENCH COAST, 
June 5.—(CP)—British Com-

The commandos storming ashore 
between Boulogne and Le Tou- 
quet just before 3 a.m,, had estab- 
lished themselves on the beach be- 
fore the Germans opened fire, 
The defenders were so rattled that 
at times they fired at one another, 
Wading waist deep from their as- 
sault craft and cutting their way 
through barbed wire defences, some 
of the raiders reached some dis- 
tance inland. 
STIFF RESISTANCE 
A pillbox at the edge of the 
dunes put up stiff resistance until 
the commandos concentrated Bren 
gun and anti-tank fire on it. Then in 
a matter of minutes it was silenced 
and never fired again throughout 
the raid which lasted nearly an 
hour. 


When the commandos were 
ashore two searchlights were 
flashed on by the defenders, Ger- 
man machine-gun posts then 
directed their fire against assault 
craft lying offshore obviously 
with the aim of preventing the re- 
embarkation of our troops. 


But by this time the commandos 
had carried out their reconnaissance 
and gathered information they were

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The Coupons Are Coming 


The prices and trade board anndunces 
that ration cards are to be issued, sugar 
being the first commodity to be made ob- 
tainable only on presentation of this docu- 
mentary proof that the would-be purchas- 
er is keeping the regulations, Which means 
that the country is to be put to the ex- 
pense of operating a cumbersome and cost- 
ly system of doling out the stipulated 
amounts to which people are entitled. 

There is only one reason for this. As 
a nation we have refused to ration our- 
selves voluntarily. Now all are to be put 
under a cast iron system of allowances, 
with a policeman standing by to see that 
nobody tries to get more than his share. 
This is anything but a compliment to the 
national willingness to conform to limits 
which every person knows he cannot ex- 
ceed without being unfair to his neigh- 
bors and adding to the transport difficul- 
ties of the country and its Allies. 

There is no danger of a sugar famine 
if no one uses more than the prescribed 
half-pound per week, and no danger of a 
famine of other essential commodities if 
no one over-uses or hoards. Buying any 
of these things beyond immediate needs 
is an offence against the law, is unpatri- 
otic, and in the long run means higher 
taxes to pay the cost of enforcing compli- 
ance with the rules, 

When the coupon system is being put 
into effect it is to be supposed severe pen- 
alties will be provided for any who try to 
“beat the gate” and lay up surplus quan- 
tities in advance. That should be done— 
and the penalties imposed without fear, 
favor or apology. 


Obey—Or Walk 


The city council has passed a bylaw 
which empowers a magistrate to impound 
the bicycle of a persistent violator of the 
traffic regulations. If the penalty seems 
Severe in a case where no_ person 
has actually been injured, it has been 
brought on by the action of cyclists them- 
selves, no doubt a small minority in fact. 
Riding on sidewalks has been a common 
offence, but not by any means the only 
one. Mainly because most riders are 
young, cyclists not infrequently invite in- 
jury to themselves and to others even 
when using the roadways. Imposing fines 
has got been found altogether effective, 
because often it is the father and not the 
offender who pays the fine. Impounding 
the wheel will at least make “the punish- 
ment fit the crime” to the point that it is 
the offender who will be affected. 

A good deal of sympathy is due to the 
city bicyclist because many of the unpaved 
streets are unfit for riding many months 
in the year, while he is forbidden to ride 
on the sidewalks. He is in the position of 
having a vehicle which he can only use at 
certain times or places, and at some 
danger to himself in the best of conditions. 
But sympathy for him cannot go the 
length of endangering others, and the law 
must be enforced whatever the inconven- 
lence to him. 

Seldom a week passes without some 
person being reported injured on an Ed- 
monton street because. a bicyclist fail- 
ed to comply with the traffic regulations. 
it was time to tighten up the law enforce- 
ment measures and tell riders they must 
either obey or walk.

The Libyan Free-For-All 


The dispatches from Libya give only a 
blurred picture of a grand melee in a sand- 
storm, with tanks and armored troops 
fighting in confusion which forbids any 
Such thing as a clearly drawn battle-line. 
At the end of a week and a half the situa- 
tion appeared to be that Rommel was try- 
ing to fight his way back to where he 
Started from, and Allied interceptor forces 
were trying to prevent him getting there. 

If this is correct, the offensive has gone 
into reverse, It was the enemy—not the 
Allied forces—that started the drive. Fail- 
ure to capture Tobruk or to reach the 
Egyptian border, would mean a clear de- 
feat for the attacking force; to have to re- 
treat would mark the collapse of the whole 
enterprise. 

General Auchinleck estimates the Axis 
losses to include 260 tanks, out of perhaps 
twice that number at the outset. This 
great fleet of moving forts was the spear- 
head on which Rommel depended to cut a 
way through the British position and give 
him Tobruk. If his losses have been so 
heavy the drive can hardly be a success, 
for transport difficulties must cut down 
his supply of replacements. 

The Allies, it is to be supposed, have 
massed plenty of tanks as of other kinds of 
equipment in Egypt and are thus able to 
make good their own losses. So far as the 
correspondents can see through the swirl- 
ing sand and learn from official reports, 
there is nothing in the trend of the battle 
to disturb confidence that it will end in a 
costly repulse for the enemy. And in that 
area it is the damage done to the enemy 
forces, not the gain or loss of ground, that 
ceunts,

The New Combat Zone 


In one respect the raids on Dutch Har- 
bor were fortunate. They have put the 
people living along the Pacific coast, and 
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Stern Reprisals Could-Stop Shooting Of Hostages 


for hundreds of miles inland, ‘on their 
toes’. If the enemy had searched the 
coastline from Alaska to Panama he could 
not have found a place where this warning 
could be given with equal effectiveness and 
less damage. 

Instead of a naval and air base in an 
otherwise unpopulated area, the raiders 
might have struck at populous cities, where 
the loss of life and the destruction of pro- 
perty would be many times greater than 
they could possibly be at Dutch Harbor. 

It will not do to jump to the conclusion 
that this was the only point along the coast 
which Japanese bombers could reach. We 
do not know that to be a fact, and the as- 


sumption is not only useless but danger- | 


ous. The Japanese are a resourceful peo- 
ple, and no doubt in Japan as elsewhere 


bombers are being built which have long- . 


er and longer range. If U.S. planes could 
shower bombs in central Japan, why could 
not Japanese planes shower bombs on 
Vancouver or San Francisco otf Edmonton 
or Spokane? 

It was certainly no act of grace on the 
part of the Tokyo gangsters that they 
chose Dutch Harbor instead of a great 
centre of civilian population for their first 
aerial blow at this continent. But neither 
can it be said they had no choice in the 
matter. Any day may bring terrible proof 
to the contrary. 

Our defence forces are of course on 
the alert all the way from Alaska to the 
Canal. It is for private citizens through- 
out the whole threatened area to accom- 
modate themselves to the situation and 
take all the precautionary measures pos- 
sible to protect their lives and property. 


Heydrich died eight days after he was 
shot at Prague.

It is blackmail plus murder, and 
a crime against the first principle 
of justice and civilization, namely 
that no one can be punished for 
a crime that he did not commit. 

In the whole history of modern 
Europe, in the last war and this, 
no regime has practiced this out- 
rage except the Germans. They 
did it in the last war, but on an 
infinitely srhaller scale. 


Murdered 


Our foreign correspondents re- 
turning frem Germany and Italy, 
after being interned there since 
America’s entrance into the war, 
estimate that 400,000 persons have 
been slain in cold blood in Eur- 
ope, under the Nazi occupation. 

Now, for the shooting of Hey- 
drich, the Germans threaten, un- 
less the assailant is immediately 
caught, to make a mass execution 
of innocent hostages, 

They threaten also that if any- 
one having information regard 
ing the possible assailant with- 
holds it, his entirely family will 
be executed. 

I point out that the shooting of 
families is also an outrage un- 
heard of in European history. 

But the question I raise is; why 


do not Britain and America do 
something about this? 

Thesg people are our Allies. 
Tortured, oppressed, starved, 
humiliated for years, they await 
in prayer and terror the day of 
their liberation, They fight under 
odds greater than those endured 
-by any soldier. Every day, by 
short wave, we pray to them not 
to give in, But that admonition 
creates a responsibility. 

When it looked as though the 
Germans were going to use gas 
against the Russians, Winston 
Churchill immediately threat- 
ened reprisals. Wisely. Reprisal 
is the only weapon we have in 
war, and the menace of retalia- 
tion was sufficient to create enor- 
mous unrest in Germany.* 

“Horrify Despots” 

Our political function in this 
war is, in the words of Walt 
Whitman, to “cheer up slaves and 
horrify despots.” Of course, the 
man who would cheer up slaves 
must be stronger than the slave 
holder, But Churchill said jn his 
last speech that as far as air 
power is concerned “the boot is 
now on the other leg.” If it is, 
we can take reprisals. 

They should not be taken with- 
out warning. But the German 
people, in an ultimatum address- 
ed directly to them, and not to 
any government, should be warn- 
ed twenty-four hours a day,

WASHINGTON, June 5.— 
(AP)—The attack on Mid- 
way by a Japanese battle fleet 
following feeler raids on 
Dutch Harbor is regarded by 
naval experts as foreshadow- 
|ing more violent enemy ac- 
tion on the American side of 
the Pacific. : 

It was the first time the Japa- 
nese battleships have been re- 
ported east of home waters. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion here whether a major portion 
of the enemy fleet was involved, 
but observers agreed the presence 
of So large a force more than 2,000 
miles from Yokohama indicated the 
Japanese were bent on reducing 
America’s growing offensive power 
in the Pacific and possibly bringing 
the war within threatening dis- 
tance of the Canadan and United 
States west coasts, 


ULTIMATE POSSIBILITIES 

The Midway and Dutch Harbor 
assaults are viewed as evidence of 
}a carefully-conceived plan which 
may have any one of these ultimate 
actions, in view: 

1—An effort, preliminary to an 
attack on Russia, to destroy or con- 
quer Alaskan bases and thereby cut 
a route over which aerial reinforce- 
ments might be moved to the Soviet 
armies in Siberia. 

2—Clear the way for a new and 
powerful attack on Pearl Harbor, 
or even the western Canadian and 
United States cousts and Panama, 
by trying to knock out aerial recon- 
naissance and interception forces 
which may be based on Midway and 
Alaska. 

3-—A new attempt to cut United 
States supply lines into the south- 
west Pacific by forceful attacks on 
the Guardian islands south of 
Hawaii, after, the Japanese would 
hope, having ,diverted American 
forces in the north Pacific, 

4—A knockout try against the 
bases from which Japan may be or 
may have been attacked, including 
{past and future air raids on the 
Japanese homeland and submarine 
Operations against Japanese ship- 
ping.

“The activities of promoters of 
games allegedly played ‘for relief’ 
but actually as comercial enter- 
prises misled the public into the 
erroneous belief that such games 
are for the army and navy relief 
funds and thereby interfere with 
games actually played for those 
funds.” 

The commissioner made no spe- 
cific reference to the so-called 
Dizzy Dean all-stars, who appeared 
against the famed Negro 
Satchel] Paige, and Kansas City 
Monarchs at Wrigley Field, home 
of Chicago Cubs, two weeks ago 
Sunday, drawing 29,775 fans and a 
$30,000 gate. 

Three days later, on the same 
field, the Cubs played Cincinnati 
Reds in a bona fide relief game, 
drawing 9,996 with receipts of 
$10,455.

Father Naessens was well known 
here, having been for 22 years pro- 
curator and bursar for the Oblate 
Fathers. 

Since 1936, he has been stationed 
at St. Albert as superior of the 
Oblate house.

In Typewriter 
Sales Ordered 


OTTAWA, June 5.—(CP)—The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
last night ordered typewriter sales 
by manufacturers and independ- 
ent dealers in the 12-month period 
starting last Monday reduced to 
65 per cent of sales on the 1941 
calendar year : 
Simultaneously, the board pro- 

hibited manufacture or sale of more 
than three models of portable type- 
writer and limited the styles of 
type for all machines to four. 

Only two styles of keyboard— 
“English Canadian and French 
Canadian”’—are to be made in su- 
ture, Manufacturers are required by 
the order to reduce by two the num- 
ber of carriage widths previously 
made for current lines of non- 
portable machines. 

To supervise distribution under 
the new program, S. G. Lugsdin has 
been appointed conservation agent 
for the director of office and ac- 
counting machines in the metals 
administration. 

The board also ruled that only 
manufacturers and independent 
dealers “equipped for and capable 
of” giving mechanical service may 
sell and deliver new and used por- 
table typewriters. 

Retailers are warning the motor- 
ing public that anti-freeze solutions 
may bring as much as 60 to 75 cents 
a quart next winter—and it will be 
hard to obtain.

It seems almost old-fashioned to 
talk about colic. One seldom 
hears the word any more, That 
fact in itself ought to be more 
flattering to our modern methods

There are many eficouraging 
features to China's opposition to | 
Jap aggression that lead one to 
believe that China can hold on | 
until United States gets into its 
war stride, Dr. A. J, Brace, secre- 
tary of the international commit- 
tee of the travel section of the 
Y.M.C.A., Toronto, stated in an | 
interview here Friday, 

Dr, Brace arrived from the west 
coast to confer with local Y-M.C.A 
officials in the course of his annual | 
tour of Canadian and American 
centres, to keep Y.M.C.A. centres 
in these two countries informed 
on Y.M.C.A, activities in different 
countries, 

Y.M.C.A, activities in China have | 
reached the crossroads this year, | 
after 40 years of outstanding pro- 
gress. Dr. Brace stated. The coun- 
try had reached the stage where
